AM our plans meet FHA standards. That makes it pos- 
sible for you to obtain FHA-insured financing; it also 
means the plans have met the exacting standards of the 
government's top housing experts. 

OUTLINE SPECIFICATIONS 

With all plans, we furnish — at no extra cost — specifi- 
cation sheets showing all the important materials going 
into the house, describing their quality, and giving de- 
tails of construction. These specifications will save you 
an enormous amount of time and labor, as well as money. 
They are the basis for the contract between you and your 
builders; or your guide, if you build yourself. 

The quality of materials and construction actually going 
into the house can be checked against this list, as construc- 
tion proceeds. Specifications also will enable you to obtain 
the best possible mortgage terms. 

LUMBER AND MILL CHECK-LISTS 

Only local experts can give you exact estimates of labor 
and materials. To aid you, a lumber check-list is included 
with blueprints so that exact quantities can be figured 
for the plan you select in your own building area. 

REVERSE PLANS 

If you desire, we will furnish reverse plans. If you find 
that a particular house plan would suit you — or your 
lot — better if it were reversed, we will (on request) 
send some of the blueprints transposed as in a mirror. 
If you order four sets of plans, for example, we will send 
one mirror image, and three in the original position so 
that you can read the figures and directions easily. 

Experienced builders and contractors find these blue- 
prints entirely satisfactory to work from. 



Your contractor can make changes in dimensions on your 
plans, in most instances with little trouble. However, if 
you wish to make serious alterations in the plans, why 
not look a bit further among our other plan books, listed 
inside the back cover, first? You may find exactly what 
you want in another plan, or you may find one that can 
meet your requirements with only minor changes. 

EXTERIOR MATERIALS 

If the house plan (for example) calls for frame siding, 
you can build it of brick, concrete block or other materials. 
Your contractor can do this easily — only the width of the 
exterior walls must be adjusted. 

BASEMENT VS. BASEMENTLESS PLANS 

If the plan you choose calls for a basement but you 
would prefer a utility room, no serious problem arises. 
The space occupied by the approach to the basement and 
the basement stairway usually is enough for the heating 
plant and water heater. Such a change can easily be made 
from our blueprints by your contractor. 

Conversely, the adaptation of a basementless plan to 
one with a basement can be made by the contractor. 

PLANS SOLD NATION-WIDE 

We do regret that we cannot tell you exactly where in 
your area you can see a finished house built from the 
plans you select. We don't get the addresses of the build- 
ing lots from people who buy plans. 

We would like to furnish this information, but under 
the circumstances only rarely can we do so. 

ESTIMATING COSTS 

We cannot tell you exactly how much the home of your 
choice will cost. Each plan has been tested many times 
in actual construction, but prices vary so widely from 
area to area that only a local expert can give you fairly 
exact information. That means a contractor, materials 
dealer, or your local bank or building and loan association. 

In general, costs are reckoned on a square foot basis; 
and in most cases these costs will range from $10 to $15 a 
square foot of living space, assuming that the work is 
contracted out. 

Costs also will vary with the extras you add to the plans, 
and the amount of work you do yourself — like land- 
scaping, or decorating. 

In order to help you get a local estimate of cost, the 
size of each house is shown by square feet of living area. 
Unless otherwise specificed, this does not include porches, 
garages, terraces, etc., since many of these features are 
optional and, of course, cost less per square foot to build 
than the main dwelling. 
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The houses are, in general y arranged by size 
according to square-foot areas, This does not 
include optional areas such as porches, garage, 
or terrace, but only living space. See page op- 
posite for suggestions in personalizing the 
plan of your choice.

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Dignified Economy

This ranch house is a perfect choice for the family desir- 
ing a quality design which is dignified yet economical. 
From the outside, it's a house that would enhance any 
neighborhood. The front portico with scalloped over- 
hangs and wood posts, plus deft blending of vertical and 
horizontal siding and stone accent, give it a sturdy colonial 
flavor, expensive in looks only. A small divider rail sets 
the front door apart from the living room and helps in 
furniture arranging. The coat closet is nearby, and joins 
with two bedroom closets as a sound buffer between 
entertaining and sleeping areas. The living room is com- 
fortably large and has a box bay window and a fireplace. 
The dining room adjoins, and together they have a sweep 




of 22' for large scale entertaining. A folding screen would 
separate them easily when needed. Sliding glass doors 
lead from the dining room to a secluded rear patio, ex- 
panding its function. A patio like this one makes an ideal 
place for summer dining, summer play, and it also serves 
as a year round passage between the house and the garage. 
Note that the two car garage provides inexpensive and 
convenient storage space at grade level. The kitchen is a 
model of efficiency; there is a fine work area with an 
abundance of cabinets and counter space and there is a 
dinette space, too. The rear entry is handy to the kitchen, 
basement stairs, and dual bath, and the dual bath is 
ideally situated from the standpoint of convenience. All 
three bedrooms are a nice size, light and airy, and all have 
good closet space. The master bedroom has a tidy little 
adjoining lavatory. The basement features a well planned 
recreation room complete with corner bar and large 
storage closet, a laundry and a hobby room, and a lavatory, 
all optional but desirable features, which could be com- 
pleted as the budget allows.

There is a great deal of charm in the colonial styling of 
this house. Cut stone and board siding are the accents 
and clapboard is used for the main portion of the exterior. 
The small-paned windows, flanked by colorful shutters, 
carry out the colonial theme as does the cupola atop the 
garage. A comfortably wide front porch completes the 
picture of quiet charm. The interior, however, is as mod- 
ern as can be, with plenty of space for all of the activities 
a modern family enjoys. For instance, in the basement 
there is a sewing center and laundry where the lady of 
the house can keep sewing or craft materials out and 
ready to work on during her free time without having 
them disturbed. There is a similar arrangement in the 
hobby shop that the man of the house will appreciate. A 
spacious recreation room, which has a complete bar and 
adjacent lavatory, can be used by the entire family for 
indoor play or informal entertaining. For more formal

occasions the living room on the main floor will be ideal. 
This room has a cozy feeling about it, with a cheery fire- 
place and pretty windows to add to the air of snug com- 
fort. The combination kitchen and dining room is at the 
front of the house and that makes it easy for a busy mother 
to keep an eye on family activities in and out of the house. 
Along two walls there is room for a dishwasher and built- 
in oven as well as all of the usual appliances, and there 
is a broom closet, too. You will enjoy having meals in 
front of the pretty windows which face on the porch. 
The three bedrooms have been put in the rear of the house 
to give them maximum privacy. All have double windows 
and large closets. The master bedroom has a private 
lavatory. A family bath has been conveniently located. 
The attached garage, with rear storage space, has a door 
to the breezeway which, in turn, opens on the kitchen. 
There is storage space in the attic.

This is a raised ranch house with three separate levels, 
all well organized under a very impressive exterior, and 
perfect for a small lot. The portico at the front is defi- 
nitely different, as is the window arrangement. The front 
entrance has protective railings and a flagstone floor 
which continues on into the foyer and the windows 
which flank the door bring light into that foyer. Short 
flights of stairs lead from the foyer up to the two upper 
levels and down to the lower level. On the main level 
there is a handsome living room, complete with fireplace, 
large windows and a decorative rail overlooking the 
foyer. The equally handsome and spacious dining room 
has wide sliding glass doors which open on a sun deck. 
The privacy and convenience of this deck make it an 
ideal spot for summertime play and entertaining. Every- 
body likes to have a sunny and well planned kitchen to 
work in — and that's just what this kitchen is. You'll 
have a counter top range and a built-in oven, a broom

Sound Split-Level Planning 

From the outside and the inside of this house, it's easy 
to see how sound planning pays off in a dividend of at- 
tractive livability. This split-level could be built on nearly 
any lot, and look well in any setting. The exterior of brick 
and shakes is enhanced by large areas of sparkling win- 
dows, and there is a colorful dooryard just outside the 
bow window. On the main level are the living room, 
dining room and kitchen. In the living room there is a 
pretty bow window and a fireplace with an extended 
hearth. The dining room has been placed to give it pri- 
vacy for formal entertaining, and it can also serve as an 
extension of the living room for large scale entertaining. 
Working space and appliances have been nicely com- 
bined in the kitchen to make the homemaker's work as 
easy as possible; there is also a dinette corner for family 
meals. From the kitchen there are stairs down to the rec-

reation level; here, in addition to the garage, there is a 
lavatory, a laundry room with an outside door, and a big 
recreation room with large windows at ground level. A 
few steps lower down is the basement, where there is 
plenty of storage space. On the third level, where it is 
possible to have both quiet and privacy at all times, there 
are three bedrooms. Bedroom No. 3 has double windows 
facing the front of the house, and a large clofet; bedroom 
No. 2 has a large closet as well as two airy exposures. In 
the master bedroom there is cross -ventilation, two large 
closets, and a private door to the family bathroom. The 
family bath contains a tub, a built-in sink, and there is a 
closet for linen storage just outside the door. In all, this 
house provides the perfect example of sound planning 
used to make a house attractive as well as livable.

There is more than a nodding acquaintance between the 
Nantucket whalers' cottages and this barn-red and white 
adaptation. The Palladian motif for the big window in the 
dining gable adds a touch of dignity. The covered porch 
which offers protection from the weather between garage 
and front door is seen in the sketch through the matching 
archway. There is no need to go through any room to get 



to any other. The bathroom is also easily accessible. 
Knotty pine panelling, and board and batten doors with 
black iron hinges, add just the proper Colonial note, so 
popular today.

The extra value in this home lies not only in the expansion that 
adds two additional bedrooms and a second bathroom on the 
future upper floor; the basement area has also been planned to add 
extras that contribute so much to fullest family living. The living 
room itself, sheltered from the front door by a tidy entry, is 22', 
graced by a floor- to -ceiling bow at the front and by a welcoming 
fireplace to the side. Blueprints permit the owner to decide if he 
wants a dining ell at the back of the living room, and if he does, 
the sweep is again almost 22' front to back. Many families have 
found that they prefer a large kitchen, reminiscent of the "country" 
kitchens so fondly remembered. The wall then could be left as 
shown to give a kitchen-dining room almost 16' square, traditional 
in size but equipped with modern conveniences like counter sink, 
wall oven, counter range and flush refrigerator. Since the blueprints 
cover either choice, the family can make the selection that suits 
them best — a custom feature indeed. Another custom extra is the 
supply of closets. Each of the downstairs bedrooms has two large 
closets and there is a linen closet just outside the bathroom. A coat 
closet makes six closets on the first floor. On the future floor, three 
more closets serve the two additional bedrooms (each of which 
can sleep two in spacious comfort). In the basement which is 
"under the entire house, one area has been partitioned for laundry 
with a wall of utilities plus workshop complete to bench and 
cabinets. Easily accessible from all areas above, the playroom has 
a built-in bar and wall seat and television. The freezer at the foot 
of the cellar stairs is most convenient. The architect estimates that 
this house could be built ( if the owner acts as his own contractor ) 
at about $12,000, exclusive of land. It would take about $900 more 
to finish the upper floor. All figures would depend, of course, on 
the area in which the house is to be built and on any items omitted 
or added, but there's no doubt that this home offers a great deal for 
every building dollar put into it.

Whatever you like best about split -levels is found in 
fullest measure in this lovely home. The plan has been so 
carefully worked out that you have large roomy areas 
throughout, even though the house is modest in size. The 
spacious effect is apparent as you enter the double doors 
and survey the foyer. From this wide, welcoming area you 
can go to the recreation room on the same level, noticing 
the living room balcony on the right as you do. The 
recreation room opens out to huge terrace areas if you 
like, or the sliding glass doors can take in a garden view. 
There's an extra lavatory tucked into a corner of this room. 
Stairs lead up to the kitchen which is just what a family 
with growing children would want. Notice the door from 
the garage into the foyer, which offers protection in wet 
weather, and makes deliveries and service passage con- 
venient to the rear of the house without using the formal 




living areas at all. The wide stairway from the foyer that 
leads up to the living room, and the open railing that 
forms a balcony, both add to the size and scope of the 
living room. The hospitable and interesting effect is 
heightened by the bow window at the front and by the 
fire place at the side. Visually, the dining room adds a 
great sweep to the living areas, but its location is such 
that it can be closed off completely for formal or family 
dining. The kitchen is a lovely room and it has a most 
efficient work layout, too. An open railing forms a balcony 
overlooking the recreation room, affording extra space 
to both rooms and a real family feeling to the whole area. 
On the level above, there are three bedrooms, reached by 
a stair from the living level. Compact planning gives this 
level privacy and comfort usually found in much larger 
homes. The bathroom is particularly well-designed. The 
front area forms an attractive powder room, with linen 
shelves. At the back, the bathroom proper has a built-in 
tub and another linen closet, and there is access from the 
master bedroom. Comfort and charm are combined 
throughout the house, and the air of country casualness 
makes it a most inviting home.

The 
front entry is located to give it maximum protection from 
wind and weather; the entry hall is lighted by three win- 
dows and has a handy closet for coats. There is a spacious 
living room, nicely proportioned and easy to decorate, 
with a large window at the front. To the left is the 
family room with its large window at the front, sliding 
glass doors which open on the patio, and a corner 
"T.V." shelf designed to hold a swivel base television set.

A low rail separates the family room from the dining 
room. This room has windows looking out on the patio 
and is roomy enough for comfortable family or company 
meals.

Stairs to the full basement are centrally lo- 
cated near the kitchen area. At the right rear of the house 
there is a large bedroom with corner windows and two 
big closets.

A third bedroom, with a large 
closet and a large window is situated so that it could also 
double as a den or guest room. The convenient bath has 
a modern vanity sink and the linen closet in the hall is 
large enough for the storage of all bath and bedroom 
linens. There is extra storage space in the rear of the 
attached garage, right next to a handy side door.

With all of the exciting things there are to do in leisure 
moments these days, most people prefer the type of 
house where there is plenty of "living space," but no 
unnecessary upkeep and cleaning or time consuming 
maintenance.

on the lower level there is a garage and a full basement, 
reached from the stairs near the rear entry. From the 
sheltered front entry it is just a step through to the hall 
where there are twin closets for the wraps of guests and 
f amliy. To the left is the living room, which has a graceful 
bow window at the front and a fireplace centered on the 
side wall. Behind this room is the dining room; nicely 
proportioned, it has a wide window at the rear and enough 
room to dine graciously in old-fashioned comfort. The 
living room, dining room 
and kitchen are all complete 
in themselves, giving you 
privacy when you want it, 
but they are close enough to 
each other to be convenient, 
too.

ment stairs, a definite advantage when the housework is 
being done. Preparing meals in this kitchen is made easier 
and pleasanter by the workable arrangement of appliances 
and cupboards, and the dinette corner makes a handy 
place for enjoying informal meals.

Bedroom 3 
has a double window at the front and a big closet and bed- 
room 2 has windows on two sides for double exposure 
and a large closet of its own.

This is a small house, planned to fit comfortably on a 
small lot. However, skillful designing has molded the 
moderate square feet of living area into an imaginative 
and comfortable home which is a delight to look at as 
well as to live in, A modified U-shape design is the secret 
of the interesting exterior and the efficient floor plan 
which, unrestricted by the confines of a simple rectangle, 
makes economical use of every square inch of space. The 
large living room, dropped one step lower than the rest 
of the house, has a handsome bay window and a cozy fire- 
place. It is connected to the dining area by an arch and 
wrought iron rail. Note that the location of the living 
room sets it apart from the main traffic areas of the house, 




a very desirable feature. A folding wall separates the 
kitchen from the dining room, which enables you to enjoy 
formal or informal dining to suit the occasion. In fact 
the dining area could easily be used as a family room if 
that is your preference. The kitchen has plenty of counter 
space and the service entry is located handy to the base- 
ment stairs and rear garage door, but in a place where it 
does not use any kitchen space and where it will be a 
dirt-and-clutter-eatching all-weather family entrance to 
the house. The main hall, instead of being wasted space, 
contains the foyer and three big closets. The main bath, 
with a vanity sink, serves not only the two rear bedrooms 
but is also convenient to both the living room and kitchen. 

The master bedroom has its own lava- 
tory and cross-ventilation from three 
big windows. For a family which 
doesn't yet require three bedrooms, 
the middle room could serve nicely 
as den or study. The long covered 
porch at the main entry is enhanced 
by a brick planter; brick veneer is 
used on this wing, blending nicely 
with the wood siding, and a wood 
fence provides a homey touch.

Smart simplicity with a wide open Western look is the 
keynote of this delightful home that was designed to 
make the most of a moderate budget. Noteworthy fea- 
tures include three good-sized bedrooms in the sleeping 
wing that opens to the right of the center hall. Here 
there is complete privacy and maximum quiet for sleep- 
ing, six large closets for storage and linens and a won- 
derful split-bathroom. You will notice that the extra 
lavatory can be used by the parents as a private bathroom 
accessible from their room and the second lavatory opens 
to the hall and includes a vanitory for guest use as a 
powder room. To complete the unit, the tub is in an 
alcove easily reached from the bedroom hall and from 
the master chamber. There is a guest closet in the vesti- 
bule and then the visitor or family can go into the well- 
proportioned living room through the inviting archway. 



A stunning window bay and handsome fireplace are 
adjuncts to the air of gracious living that is part of this 
room. At the back, the dining room can be reached from 
the front hall, too, and this excellent traffic pattern makes 
this room right for formal dining as well as practical 
for use as a TV den for the family — a variation of the 
popular family room right off the kitchen. Breezeway 
and garage attached to the house add to the long, low 
look of the exterior but more than that, the sheltered 
area will be used for outdoor play and entertaining in 
warm weather. A service door and vestibule protect the 
kitchen from drafts. The broom closet is placed at the 
head of the stairs to the cellar and both are wonderfully 
convenient to the kitchen. Indoor and outdoor living, 
sleeping comfort, entertaining luxury and a balanced 
budget are all "built-in" in this popular plan.

The den 
on the lower level is a cozy area, and a full scale picture 
window brightens and dramatizes it, day or night. The 
door is most convenient out to the back garden or terrace, 
but comfort and convenience are starred throughout 
every level of this grand home. For a family that needs 
four bedrooms and wants a multi-level home as well, this 
budget beauty has all the answers.
